Emergency 911 service is off and running in Didsbury

Didsbury joined the universal 
911 system this week. 

In an official ceremony. Mayor 
Ray Lea made the initial phone 
call to the service, based out of 
Red Deer, and exchanged pleas¬ 
antries with the operator repre¬ 
senting the 911 call answering 
service. 

"It's great to be on board," said 
Mayor Lea. 

Didsbury is not the only com¬ 
munity to officially join the sys¬ 
tem last Wednesday. Carstairs, 
Olds, Sundre, Cremona and the 
County of Mountain View also 
held ceremonies signifying the 
change to the universally recog¬ 
nizable 911. 

Didsbury's town council and 
administration have been work¬ 
ing on gettingthe system in place 
for about a year. It was voted 
unanimously last October to put 
the wheels in motion. 

The Red Deer station has up¬ 
dated their technology and hired 
additional staff to accommodate 
the new service subscribers. 

Test runs on the system were 
made last Thursday. Evan Par¬ 
liament, the town chief adminis¬ 
trative officer made a residential 
test from his own home. Tests 
were also done from pay phones, 
business lines and cellular serv¬ 
ice. 

Parliament reports all tests 
showed the system was working 


as it should, except for cellular 
phone users. Telus representa¬ 
tive, Steve Douglas explained the 
problems have to do with the way 
cellular phones are routed ac¬ 
cording to radio towers. 

The only other glitch in the 
E911 service is that there are 
quite a few residents whose mu¬ 
nicipal address does not match 
the actual number on their home, 
which has been a problem in town 
for some time. The computer sys¬ 
tem will use the municipal ad¬ 
dress, so if the number on the 
house does not coordinate, the 
emergency personnel will be un¬ 
able to locate the correct house. 

"We are appealing to people to 
make sure they have the correct 
address," said Parliament. He in¬ 
structed residents to call town 
office and have their address cross 
referenced with the town's com¬ 
puter listing. 

E911 will not make the re¬ 
sponse time any faster for emer¬ 
gency personnel however, Mayor 
Lea said the change was impor¬ 
tant to make remembering a 
number in a panicked situation 
easier. 

The service is being provided 
by Telus through a Red E>eer rout¬ 
ing system and will cost the town 
86 cents per phone line. 

Telus will be sending out an 
information package and stick¬ 
ers to remind people the new 
service is now in place. 


How E911 will work 



1. Someone calls the service in an emer¬ 
gency situation. 

2. The call goes through a routing system 
in Calgary. 

3. The call is sent by a computer to Red 
Deer answer centre who has staff on 
duty 24 hours per day. 

4. The operator will ask what service is required; police, fire, 
or ambulance. 

5. The operator will hit an automatic dial to the local station 
needed. 

6. This all takes only seconds to complete. 


Parents want answers from 
Chinook’s Edge administration

Chinook’s Edge School Board 
is again trying to quell concerns 
being brought forward by the 
public, but this time it was the 
parents who were demanding in¬ 
formation at an impromptu 
meeting last week. 

A group of five parents at¬ 
tended a special school board 
meeting last week and shortly 
after adjournment a parent ap¬ 
proached the board table and re¬ 
quested an immediate private 
meeting to ask questions. Board 
Chair, Susan Denischuk granted 
the request but had to set time 
limitations due to a previously 
scheduled appointment. 

Media was not permitted in¬ 


side the meeting but one of the 
parents in attendance, Betty 
Anne Thorlakson, spoke to the 
Review following the 20 minute 
meeting. 

She said she didn’t feel their 
concerns were addressed at all 
appropriately. Denischuk re¬ 
sponded, “We may not be able to 
give them the answers they think 
they want, but we need to go 
forward and keep communicat¬ 
ing.” 

“Our problem is communica¬ 
tion (with the school board),” 
said Thorlakson. She pointed to 
the fact a meeting between the 
school board and school councils 
was cancelled at the last minute 
last week in addition to the al¬ 


ready present feeling among par¬ 
ents that the school board has 
closed doors of communication. 
“It’s just making everybody very 
suspicious,” she said. 

Perhaps it is this feeling 
among some parents that spurred 
an advertisement in the county 
newspaper that read: There is a 
problem! And called on parents 
to write or call Education Minis¬ 
ter Gary Mar. The ad was paid 
for by “a group of concerned par¬ 
ents.” 

Denischuk responded to the 
ad on Friday. “If there are con¬ 
cerns we need to know them so 
we can address them.” She said.

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Parents concerned about school board

Chinook’s Edge School Board 
She suggested that any parent 
who has a concern should put it in 
writing and send it into the school 
board ofTice in Innisfail or ask in 
advance to be put on a school 
board meeting agenda. 

Thorlakson 
has another idea 
to give parents a 
voice at Chinook’s 
Edge. She has 
tried once before 
to start an organ¬ 
ized parent group 
or Council of 
School Councils 
based on the 
model of a similar 
group in Elk Is¬ 
land. She said the 
first time she at¬ 
tempted to start 
the group she 
originally got sup- 
port from 

Chinook’s Edge 
centra] office, but 
shortly before the Council was to 
have a meeting, central office with¬ 
drew their support for unrevealed 
reasons. Thorlakson said she may 
try again. “Parents have more in¬ 
fluence than they’re given credit 
for but we have to stand united,” 
said Thorlakson. 

The idea would be that a meet¬ 
ing between parents, local school 
council chairs from across the re¬ 
gion, trustees, superintendents 
and anyone who is affected by 


Chinook’s Edge decision making. 
The meetings and the agenda 
would be run by the parents but 
Chinook’s Edge representatives 
would be permitted to comment 
and respond to issues. A repre¬ 
sentative from the Council of 
School Councils would then have 
a seat on the 
school board. 

“I think this 
could be a cred¬ 
ible parent voice 
if its done prop¬ 
erly.” She added 
at this point some 
parents feel they 
are being asked 
for input but “the 
decisions have al¬ 
ready been 
made.” She sug¬ 
gested the board 
may be too “top 
driven.” 
Thorlakson also 
said she believes 
the principals, 
who are supposed 
to help be a school voice, are in¬ 
timidated to present concerns and 
ask hard questions to Chinook’s 
Edge because their pay cheques 
are being signed by the board. She 
believes their precarious position 
could be solved by the Council of 
School Councils. 

Denischuk said the board does 
want input from individual school 
councils, especially on hot issues 
like the board budget. She said 
starting early next fall she, the 


treasurer, and a superintendent 
will start going to all the indi¬ 
vidual school councils to get input 
on the budget. There was little to 


no discussion with the individual 
school councils about this year's 
budget until it was almost com¬ 
pleted. 


More staff shake-ups tn centra1 office 


Yet another assistant super¬ 
intendent has put forward his 
resignation to Chinook's Edge 
Regional School Division. 

Wayne Poncia announced he 
will be leaving the school board 
at the end of August to "pursue 
educational change beyond 
Chinook's Edge." 

Poncia has been with the 
board for over six years. 

"I leave Chinook's Edge 
knowing that teachers, parents, 
and communities are ready and 
able to best prepare their chil¬ 
dren in Chinook's Edge public 
schools. I am proud to have my 
child attend Chinook's Edge as 
a student and feel confident 
that he will gain the best possi¬ 
ble education in the care of what 
I consider to be, the best teach¬ 
ers in Canada," said Poncia in a 
press release issued Monday 
morning. 

Poncia and Superintendent 
Dr. Altha Neislen came under 
some fire recently because of a 
business venture that some 
feared was too closely related 
to their duties at Chinook's 
Edge and may have created a 
conflict of interest. Neilsen, 


Poncia and board chair, Susan 
Denischuk all defended the 
educational consulting busi¬ 
ness. They said it had been 
clearly separated and fit within 
the school act. 

Deputy superintendent Pe¬ 
ter Darby has also moved in his 
position although he stays 
within Chinook's Edge school 
board he will now be the asso¬ 
ciate superintendent in charge 
of technology. 

With the latest resignation 
being announced, that leaves 
only Superintendent Dr. Altha 
Neilsen with Darby as an asso¬ 
ciate. There used to be five as¬ 
sistants, one deputy and one 
superintendent. Darlene 
Hayes, Bill Hoppins, Warren 
Phillips and Jim Moreau have 
all resigned in the past couple 
of months for different career 
related reasons. 

Superintendent Dr. Altha 
Neilsen's contract is coming 
due soon and it has gone to an 
executive committee who will 
decide if, and under what con¬ 
ditions the contract will be re¬ 
newed. The decision must be 
made by the end of this month.

Non-profit organizations taxable

Local non-profit organizations 
will soon be facing something they 
have never seen before - a tax 
notice. 

Traditionally, non-profit or¬ 
ganizations like the Didsbury Golf 
Club, Five-0 Club, lawn bowling 
club and curling rink, have had an 
automatic tax exemption. But, 
with recent changes in the Mu¬ 
nicipal Government Act, the pro- 
vincially mandated document that 
sets guidelines for the operations 
of municipalities in the province, 
have changed that traditional ex¬ 
emption. 

The town council passed a 
provision whereby these organi¬ 
zations could apply for different 
degrees of exemption from taxa¬ 
tion. 

Sandra Veenstra, town direc¬ 
tor of corporate services, explained 
the changes have come in two 
tiers. The golf course Was assessed 
this taxation year for the first 
time. The other organizations will 
fall into the new provisions next 
year. 

"This all sort of happened at 
the eleventh hour," said Veenstra. 


The last minute notice of the 
golf course's taxable status could 
be a saving grace for them. 
Veenstra said that because the 
golf course taxation was not fig¬ 
ured into the municipal budget 
for this year, the town would not 
miss the money, which will make 
it likely the town council will 
approve an application for ex¬ 
emption "if they meet all the 
provisions outlined for a non¬ 
profit organization outlined in 
the policy." 

In general a non-profit organi¬ 
zation must be registered under 
Canadian or Alberta legislation 
and there must not be a distribu¬ 
tion of revenues or assets to 
members or shareholders. 

The school requisition, which 
is collected separately from mu¬ 
nicipal taxes, would not be taken 
into account until next year. 
Veenstra said in the future an 
organization may be exempted 
from municipal taxes and the 
money would therefore not be 
put into the town's budget. How¬ 
ever, the school requisition will 
be collected from the town for all 
assessed property including the

non-profit organizations. 

Veenstra explained what this 
would mean. "If we exempt one 
individual organization from the 
school taxes those tax dollars 
would still have to be paid by the 
municipality, which means it has 
to be found in other places." This 
could mean an increase in the 
taxes the average resident pays. 

Veenstra said the town would 
have to be very careful about 
who they exempted from the 
school portion. "It would have to 
be an organization that is truly 
for the good of the entire com¬ 
munity." 

There has been some concern 
raised at the Golf Club that they 
were not prepared for their tax¬ 
able status and therefore did not 
include taxes in their budget for 


this year. If they had to pay it 
would leave them behind finan¬ 
cially. Veenstra explained that 
because it is the province that 
makes the overall decision on 
it's status there is not much the 
town can do about that. How¬ 
ever, they will be sending out 
the application for municipal ex¬ 
emption with the club's tax no¬ 
tice. 

The Didsbury Golf Club said 
they have plans to make an ap¬ 
plication to the town under the 
newly passed policy. 

Veenstra warns non-profit as¬ 
sociations that they may be in 
the clear for this year but should 
be prepared for future taxation. 

"They should budget for the 
taxes and if they are exempted 
that's great," she said.

If you think its a challenge 
finding that one piece of blue sky 
to finish your favorite jigsaw puz¬ 
zle, wait until you hear what the 
Southgate’s have been up to 
lately... 

For the past three years, Roger 
and Lori Southgate have been 
hammering, stripping, sanding 
and painting their way back to 
the early 1900’s with their de¬ 
sire to convert the vintage-style 
home they live in now along 22 
Avenue and 21 Street back to its 
original splendor. 

“It’s not always easy figuring 
out how certain parts of it should 
look,” admits Roger, “...most 
times it’s a treasure hunt. You 
peel off a lot of layers before you 
know what’s underneath. Once 
you do, you have that perfect piece 
that fits into the whole jigsaw 
puzzle of how it once looked.” 

It was, in fact, the unique ar¬ 
chitecture they sometimes find 
themselves grappling with now, 
that initially lead them to pur¬ 
chase the house. “It just had so 
much character,” said Roger. “We 
had been looking for a house like 
this for about five years before 
we moved here but kept coming 
up empty. We love old houses 
and felt this one needed us about 
as much as we needed it.” 

And needs there are! Accord¬ 


ing to the Southgate’s, the list 
include a fireplace and chimney 
restoration, upper dormer recon¬ 
struction, structural revisions to 
the front porch, and some 
shingling...to name a few items. 
Through it all, they are likely to 
uncover as much history as they 
make. 

“One of the biggest myths 
about this place is the one about 
it being called the Habermille 
House,” says Lori. “The name is 
not really accurate. Mrs. 
Habermille was the lady who ran 
the household back when this 
used to be a senior’s lodge in the 
60’s.” The initial owners, Lori 
says, are George and Martha 
Liesemers. According to Town 
records, the Liesemer family built 
the home in 1910 putting con¬ 
struction dates somewhere be¬ 
tween 1908 and 1911. 

The History Books (Echos of 
the Era) go on to say George and 
Martha had four children; Herb, 
Elfreda, Laura and Orpha. 
“Orpha was the youngest and 
she lived in this place with her 
mother up to 1949,” Lori says. 
But accounts of the 1950’s, she 
adds, are more difficult to deter¬ 
mine with only sketchy docu¬ 
mentation available. “From 
what we can figure out, this place 
was changed into a seniors lodge 


next housing upwards of 52 peo¬ 
ple. That was the era when they 
constructed most of the walls and 
additions that we are now in the 
process of planning to and trying 
to tear down.” 

But chiseling out a piece of his¬ 
tory ofyour own can be hard work. 
“It’s an ongoingprocess,” remarks 
Roger who says most of the car¬ 
pentry skills he’s honed have been 
self taught. “There’s no hard and 
fast rules...ifyou don’t know how 
to do something, you look it up in 
a book.. .you have to have a love for 
old houses.” 

And that, they do! Before set¬ 
tling in Didsbury, the Southgates 
lived in an older home in Cal¬ 
gary’s Bankview district. From 
there, it was into a newer home; 
which Roger quickly proclaims 
just wasn’t for him, before moving 
into the Liesemer house in town. 
“It’sexactly what we wanted,” says 
Lori. “We really are privileged to 
be the ones restoring it.” 

In their efforts to bring the 
home as close to its original state 
as possible, the Southgates are 
requesting help from the commu¬ 
nity. “If there’s anyone out there 
that may have a piece of history to 
share with us about this house - 
whether its a recollection or a pho¬ 
tograph - we would be grateful to 
hear from you.”

A senior man has been miss¬ 
ing from his home near Cremona 
since early May and local RCMP 
are now reaching out to the pub¬ 
lic for assistance. 

The newly formed Didsbury 
Search and Rescue had their first 
chance to execute their skills in 
cooperation with Didsbury 
RCMP when a search for George 
Beecher, 64, was launched. They 
were unsuccessful after hours of 
searching, including the use of 
an RCMP helicopter. 

Beecher was last seen on his 
farm west of Cremona about 5 
p.m. on May 10. He is described 
as being 6 feet and 1 inch tall, 
weighing about 180 pounds. 


When last seen he was wearing a 
shirt underneath a quilted bush 
shirt with blue jeans and run¬ 
ning shoes. Beecher has thin¬ 
ning grey hair and is suspected 
to be on foot somewhere in the 
area. He has also been described 
as a heavy smoker and experi¬ 
enced bushman. It is believed he 
may have a rifle in his possession 
as it was missing from his home. 

There have been rumours 
spreading throughout the area 
that a suicide note and an empty 
wallet was found on the scene. 
All of these rumours are said to 
be untrue by an RCMP spokes¬ 
man. 

“If we had found anything 
even remotely like that we would 


be looking at this investigation 
very differently,” said Vaughn 
Christensen. He added, “There 
is no suspicion of foul play what¬ 
soever.” So, it remains unknown 
where Beecher has disappeared 
to. 

Police ask that anyone who 
may have seen or been in contact 
with Beecher since May 10 call 
the Didsbury RCMP detachment 
at 335-3382.

Now that the Commissioner 
of Services for Children and 
Families work is well on its way 
and the preliminary plans are 
complete, a slow realization is 
coming over all of us involved. 
These are very good words that 
we have been collecting. A lot of 
hard work has been done, but 
now how do we turn these good 
words into good things for chil¬ 
dren and families. 

There has been more detail 
added to the Four Pillars of the 
Redesign. The partnering de¬ 
partments are all starting to 
come together to work closer in 
the community. The community 
is now telling us that they feel 
they have made about as much 
input as they are willing to give 
up their evenings for. Pretty well 
everyone is using the language 
of early intervention and resil¬ 
iency. 

The fourth pillar of Improved 
Services for Aboriginal Children 
and their families is harder to 
apply in eastern Alberta where 
there are not many Aboriginal 
people. I’ll bet you would be sur¬ 
prised at the number of natives 
that are in adopted homes or 
foster care in rural Alberta and 
there is still a high rate of adop¬ 
tion break down in these ar¬ 
rangements. 

We are beginning to under¬ 
stand the role of identity in the 
healthy development of children. 
You know how in many rural 
families, great-grandpa 
homesteaded the home quarter; 
granddad took over after the war; 
dad is retiring soon so the son, 


his wife and children have built 
nearby and will soon be in charge 
of the place, and, if all goes well, 
the children will carry on from 
there. Church is 11 AM in town 
and the family gathers for the 
holidays to share and strengthen 
bonds. Children soon learn who 
they are in the family structure 
and what is expected of them. 
But what happens when you are 
the only brown face in this group? 

Love and support are seldom 
the problem. The problem often 
arises when the child realizes 
that the good tan everyone has 
always complimented them on 
doesn’t come off! This happened 
for me at 14 when my adopted 
grandad said, in reaction to some 
of my teen-aged shenanigans, 
“why don’t you grow up and act 
like a white man! But that was 
when the real trouble began be¬ 
cause I was totally unprepared 
for the questions that followed. 
“If I’m not a white man, then 
what am I?” and, “Who am I?” 
Nothing really unusual there, 
but together the questions are 
quite baffling. It turns out that 
my experience is not unique. 

It turns out most, if not all, 
children in mixed race homes at 
one point or the other come to 
this, “Who am I?” The difference 
between the ones that turn to 
alcohol, crime and drugs and the 
ones who make it through in a 
more positive way, is their abil¬ 
ity to identify with their people 
of origin and the host family’s 
ability to respect the child’s needs 
based on that. The host’s ability 
to normalize the child’s original 
culture is one of the biggest indi¬ 
cators of which way the child 
will go. The more accepting, the 
easier the transition. The less 
accepting, the more likely the 
adoption or foster breakdown 
and negative outcomes for the 


child. 

Living together in a respect¬ 
ful manner does not mean that 
dad should grow braids in his 
hair or mom should start serv¬ 
ing moose soup and bannock 
every day. That would help, but 
folks might wonder a little down 
at the coffee shop. Things as sim¬ 
ple as subscribing to the 
“ Windspeaker” newspaper (403- 
455-2700) or “Alberta Native 
News” (403-421-7966) so some¬ 
thing native becomes as com¬ 
mon as the “journal” would help. 
These papers will let you know 
when and where the Pow-wows 
are and other ceremonies. You 
are welcome at these gatherings 
whether you have native kids or 
not. Relax and enjoy. The MC 
will explain much of what is go¬ 
ing on and if you want to ask a 
question, most people won’t 
mind. 

Edmonton has a group of 
adopting parents who got to¬ 
gether and formed “Cross Cul¬ 
tural Families of Native Chil¬ 
dren Society” (403-490-0405) 
who get together to help their 
adopted children deal with the 
issues we have been discuss¬ 
ing. They have camps; outings 
to cultural events and bring in 
resource people to their meet¬ 
ings to help with their chil¬ 
dren’s special circumstance. In 
Calgary a group called “Four 
directions” can be reached at 
403-273-4026 for cross cultural 
foster/adoption support. 

Culture is a way of life that 
allows us to walk a spiritual 
path with practical feet. It is 
the gift that can not be passed 
on by someone who doesn ’t pos¬ 
sess it themselves but is essen¬ 
tial to the well being and 
healthy development of the 
Aboriginal children we are rais¬ 
ing.

Just a couple of years ago the 
environment was a political hot 
button. 

The media was filled with sto¬ 
ries about environmental calam¬ 
ity. Small children would come 
home from school brainwashed 
that their planet was dying. Poli¬ 
ticians everywhere had a canned 
spiel about “sustainable devel¬ 
opment” or some other trend of 
the day. The old intervention¬ 
ists, tossed from their perches of 
prominence by market-based 
policies like free trade, de-regu¬ 
lation, and privatization, leapt 
onto the green bandwagon. 

Here was another opportunity 
to tell other people what to do, 
harangue businesses, and re¬ 
regulate large spheres of the 
economy. Fans of smarter, 
smaller, more effective govern¬ 
ment everywhere cheekily re¬ 
ferred to it as watermelon social¬ 
ism - happy-faced government 
regulation coloured green for 
respectability on the outside, but 
nothing more than old-fashioned 
red-coloured central planning on 
the inside. 

Times change. 

The”green thing” (at least of 
the hysterical “government do 
something” variety) has cooled 
dramatically. Other issues domi¬ 
nate public discourse. 

With good reason. For the evi¬ 
dence convincingly shows that 
our environment has never been 
healthier. The growth, prosper¬ 
ity, and technological innovation 
that flows from the modern mar¬ 
ket-based economy has made our 
planet a better place to live. 

So, in the spirit of the season 
at a time when cheerful com¬ 
mentary is appropriate let’s ex¬ 
plode some prominent water¬ 
melon myths with help from the 
ever provocative, but fun Fraser 
Institute. 

Myth: The world is overpopu¬ 
lated. 

Reality: If everyone in the 
world moved to the state of Texas, 
the population density per square 
mile would be 20,750. This is 
about the same as Toronto. Put 
us all in South Africa and the 
population density would be 
about the same as the very green 
city of Berlin. In fact, according 
to P.J. O’Rourke, a gadfly hu¬ 
morist and writer, we could sub¬ 
divide Texas and Oklahoma into 
one big suburban subdivision and 
give each member of the seeth¬ 
ing mass called humanity a nice 


middle class house with a yard. 
The world, relatively speaking, 
is an empty place with lots of 
room for people. 

Myth: We are running out of 
oil. 

Reality: Known reserves of 
resources have exploded since 
1950. Known oil reserves are now 
14.6 times higher than world es¬ 
timates had them in 1948. 

Myth: Without additional pol¬ 
lution controls on cars, harmful 
emissions will increase. 

Reality: As older cars disap¬ 
pear we can expect to see reduc¬ 
tions of up to 50% in hydrocar¬ 
bon emissions, 52% in carbon 
monoxide, and 34% in nitrogen 
oxide emission without further 
tinkering to standards. 

Myth: Economic growth and 
environmental quality are incom¬ 
patible. 

Realty: As per capita income 
rises environmental quality im¬ 
proves. World Bank data shows 
declines in pollution when in¬ 
come increases past a certain 
point. Sulfur dioxide falls when 
incomes pass US$3,670, fecal 
coliform bacteria counts start 
falling at US$1,375, and smoke 
and particulate matter falls at 
US$3,280. 

Myth: Free trade and envi¬ 
ronmental quality are not com¬ 
patible. 

Reality: Countries that are less 
open to trade get stuck using 
older production processes that 
stink the place up more than new 
technologies. Moving to an open 
economy, a problem for much of 
the tenured, intellectual old 
guard, decelerate pollution lev¬ 
els. 

Myth: North American air 
quality is deteriorating. 

Reality: Total emissions be¬ 
tween 1970 and 1990 fell by over 
a third. Consider these dramatic 
reductions in noxious substances: 
lead down by 96.5%, carbon mon¬ 
oxide, 40.7%, sulfur oxides, 
25.1%, and particulate matter 
down by a whopping 60.5%. 

Myth: Skin Cancer is skyrock¬ 
eting due to increased exposure 
to ultraviolet rays. 

Reality: The increase in UV 
exposure from a 5% decrease in 
the ozone layer would be equiva¬ 
lent to moving 60 miles south of 
where you now live. 

Smile. Our world is in good 
shape and getting better. Its a 
great time to be alive.

In one of my next lives I want to be a Japanese 
Gardener. I also want to be a Spanish Classical Guitarist, 
A British Detective, a Canadian Novelist, a Dutch Land¬ 
scape Painter; a breeder of either Miniature, Percheron, 
Fjord, Arab, or maybe Peruvian horses, and possibly a 
Medical Researcher in some country that offers decent 
funding for that kind of thing, but let us deal with one 
fantasy at a time. This is one of my, “I want to be a 
Japanese gardener days”, because when I look out at my 
garden on this damp and rainy morning and everything 
is as green as an Irish Spring I am overwhelmed with an 
affinity for growing things and a tremendous surge of 
guilt because I still don’t have all the bedding plants in. 
I want to be a Japanese gardener because Japanese 
gardens are so very beautiful and serene and the people 
who make them that way are obviously efficient and 
smart and know exactly what they are doing. I wish I 
knew what I was doing. I wish I could be sure that the 
Heliopsis will not overwhelm the Columbine, that Scaviola 
will withstand full sun, that Lamium will bloom well in 
shade, that whatever killed the Alyssum last year will be 
discouraged by Diazinon and how many more applica¬ 
tions of Roundup do we need to finish the Caragana. 

Gardening in this part of the World is an act of faith. 
No one knows what the season will bring, no one knows 
when it will snow and it can snow in any month of the 
year. Admittedly the snows of August don’t last long, but 
they can occur. I saw my first Calgary Stampede Parade 
through a drizzly rain that definitely contained snow 
flakes. Drought is a possibility here and so is drowning. 
Frost can be in early Summer, we have had frost on July 
first, or in late summer, we have had killing frost on 
August twenty second. The Chinooks are wonderful in 
their way but they arc not garden friendly. A winter of 
great Chinooks means a Spring with a lot of winter kill. 
Last years horrible cold was actually good for most of the 
trees but because of the deep snow and the intense cold 
the sweet little, graceful, dainty, (thieving, sneaking, 
rodent,) deer that dine on our rosebuds in summer, made 
their way into the yard and ate the cedars and mughos of 
winter. But as usual I digress, back to this years garden. 

Would a Japanese gardener have planted a magenta 
peony just back of a bright orange lily? I don’t think so. 
Do Japanese gardeners wander into every Greenhouse in 
the area and buy by impulse rather than plan? No. Would 
a real gardener look the other way when a cute little wild 
rosebush creeps under the fence and then a few months 
later have to spend days digging it out of the flower beds? 
And I’ll bet a dedicated and trained garden person would 
not be beguiled by Gout weed, Lily of the Valley, Blue 
Flax, or Forget me Not either. All of whom are genetically 
programmed to take over the World, and all of whom live 
in my garden. 

I am compelled to rescue things. This does not make 
for good planning. How many baby spruce trees and 
cotoneasters can one allow to live in a flower bed before 
one has to start another row somewhere? When the snow 
broke branches from a couple of the new willows I 
trimmed the nicer shoots and put them in water. I now 
have 24 rooted willows and a landscaping problem. I have 
been known to buy plants from a Greenhouse because 
they looked sad and lonely. Do they perk up in the garden 
and show their gratitude in lush bloom? No. Would an 
organized and thoughtful gardener soak enough scarlet 
runner beans to plant six times her available space and 
then spend half an hour running around the yard search¬ 
ing for things a bean might grow on? Never. 

Someday my garden will be an oasis of serenity, 
tranquillity and order. Colors will blend and undulating 
rows of uniformly perfect plants will lead the visitors eye 
to tasteful statuary and beautifully shaped shrubbery. 
The only sounds will be of birdsong and running water. 
There will be wrought iron benches by graveled paths and 
stone accents in weedless beds of Iris. But not in this life.

TransAlta is urging people 
to be aware of and avoid elec¬ 
trical hazards while working 
and playing outdoors this sum¬ 
mer. Whether you’re digging 
in the garden, trimming trees 
and shrubs or playing with 
the kids, TransAlta is asking 
everyone to think twice before 
starting an activity around 
power lines and electrical 
equipment. 

"Every spring, there are in¬ 
juries and fatalities resulting 
from contact with power lines, 
and this spring is no excep¬ 
tion," says John Hudson, 
TransAlta’s safety and tech¬ 
nical training manager. "We 
ask people to remember that 
any contact with power lines 
or faulty electrical equipment 
can seriously harm or kill you." 
TransAlta offers these safety 
tips to talk about with your 
family: 

• Stay clear of downed 
power lines. They could be 
"live." Call your local 
TransAlta office to report the 
location of the wire. 

• Be extremely cautious 
when using a ladder around 
electrical wires. Whether 
you’re trimming trees, clean¬ 
ing eavestroughs, or install- 


or near water sources and al¬ 
ways unplug them when not 
in use - even during a short 
break. 

• Call Alberta One-Call (1- 
800-242-3447) before you dig 
in your yard. Not only could 
cutting into a cable black out 
the neighborhood, it could kill 
you. 

• Hire a qualified electrical 
contractor if you’re planning 
any home renovations or addi¬ 
tions this year. 

"Basement flooding is also a 
common occurrence in the 
spring," says Hudson. "If your 
basement is filled with water, 
do not enter if the power is not 
turned off." If your electrical 
service is in the basement, call 
your local TransAlta office to 
disconnect your power before 
you mop up. 

TransAlta wants everyone 
to enjoy a safe and happy sum¬ 
mer. We encourage you to talk 
about and identify the electri¬ 
cal hazards outside and in¬ 
doors with your family to make 
sure everyone avoids the dan¬ 
ger. For more information on 
electrical safety, please call 
your local TransAlta office.

Pizza place setting fast pace 
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Backyard Cooking... Without the Grill 


By Dr. Ellen Henke 

John Deere Lawn and Gar¬ 
den Expert 

There’s nothing quite like 
it... sipping a cold drink while 
hamburgers, hot dogs, steaks 
or chicken sizzle on the grill. 
But did you know that 
backyard cooking is possible 
without a grill? A compost pile 
can “cook” your disease-free 
vegetable matter, changing it 
from grass clippings, straw 
and chopped leaves into nutri¬ 
tious mulch. 

Building a compost pile can 
be fairly simple. First, find a 
place for your compost. Then 
drive four 5-foot wood or metal 
stakes one foot into the ground. 
Fence in three sides with chicken 
wire - leaving one side open for 
easy access. If you’d rather, you 
can purchase a prefabricated 
compost unit. 

Your compost pile should 
be at least three feet in diam¬ 
eter and four feet high to build 
a hot internal temperature 
that gets it “cooking.” Never 
use meat or bone - they attract 
flies and create odors. Also 
avoid adding diseased plants 
or lawn clippings that have 
recently been treated with her¬ 
bicides or weedkillers. John 
Deere suggests waiting at least 
four mowings after the lawn’s 


been treated before comDostine 
grass clipping 0 

Build your compost pile in 5- 
to 10-inch layers for best re¬ 
sults. Sprinkle a 10-10-10 ferti¬ 
lizer- that’s 10 parts each of 
nitrogen, phosphorus and po¬ 
tassium - on top of each layer, 
and add a dusting of lime to 
prevent odor. Cover each layer 
with soil. 

To keep “cooking” at the 
right temperature, your com¬ 
post must remain moist, so leave 
a depression in the top of the 
pile to catch rain. During dry 
spells, water your compost. And 
turn your compost regularly so 
that the drier outside portion is 
folded inside where the internal 
heat and microbial action can 
break it down. 

Composting is really quite 
simple, and the reward makes 
the effort worthwhile. By 
composting, I convert my yard 
waste to highly enriched soil 
and cook without the grill. This 
is my “gardener’s gold” which 
helps to promote an abundance 
of beautiful blooms and tasty 
vegetables!

pedally if they are carrying a few 
extra pounds; 

• they can have clean equipment 
that only they use; 

• they are not bombarded with 
loud music they may not like; 

• they have the flexibility to exer¬ 
cise when they want, without ar¬ 
ranging babysitting or juggling 
schedules to allow all family mem¬ 
bers to do their own physical activ¬ 
ity. 

A 1994 year-long study of 350 
subjects at Stanford University 
School of Medicine compared the 
effectiveness and adherence of a 
group of supervised home exer¬ 
cisers and a group who reported 
for a group session at the univer¬ 
sity. Researchers found that re¬ 
gardless of exercise intensity, the 
home exercise group reported sig¬ 
nificantly greater adherence than 
those in the university-based pro¬ 
gram. 

Nonetheless, people sometimes 
have trouble starting and staying 
with an exercise program. Burke 
says this happens because they’re 
unprepared. They need to “think 
through the process and formulate 
a plan.” 

The next step is simply to in¬ 
clude their workout in their daily 
planner and keep their commit¬ 
ment, just as they would any other 
appointment. 


Home exercise is the third 
most reported physical activity 
after walking and gardening. A 
survey by the Canadian Fitness 
and Lifestyle Research Institute 
shows that one-half of Canadian 
men and women did home exer¬ 
cise in 1995, a substantial in¬ 
crease since 1981, when only 
one-quarter reported exercising 
at home. Weight training, which 
can also be done at home, in¬ 
creased significantly as well, from 
5 per cent in 1981 to 23 per cent 
in 1995. 

A mqjor advantage of exercis¬ 
ing at home is convenience, espe¬ 
cially for parents and other indi¬ 
viduals who face considerable time 
pressures. Many find home 
workouts easier to fit into their 
hectic schedules. Edmund Burke, 
editor of Complete Home Fitness 
Handbook (Human Kinetics Pub¬ 
lisher), lists other pluses of home 
exercise: 

• people do not have to go out to a 
club; 

• they do not have to stand in line 
to use a machine; 

• they can exercise in a comfort¬ 
able environment, away from rag¬ 
ing blizzards, scorching heat, or 
downpours; 

• they can have a safe workout in 
the security of their home; 

•they won’t be self-conscious, es-
